3.  A\HV     IS     OUR     CHURCH 
JHURCH  OF  ENGLAND  ? 

Because  it  is  a  l)ranch  of  the  Church  of 
England  ;  the  Church  which  from  the  time 
of  the  Apostles  was  cstablislu  '  in  the  Old 
I/and . 

4.  HOW     AND     WHEi'f     WAS     OUR     CHURCH 
ESTABLISHED  IN  BRITAIN  ? 

During  the  days  of  the  Apostles,  or  soon 
after,  Christ's  Gospel  was  brought  to  Britain 
and  a  branch  of  the  Church  ol  Jesus  Christ 
with  regular  Christian  ordc.  was  established 
in  the  Briti.sh  Isles. 

5      WHAT  W^AS  ITS  FORM  AND  ORDER? 

It  was  episcojial  and  liturgical.  That  is 
from  the  ver}  earliest  times  our  Church  had 
Bishops  and  a  regular  form  of  worship,  and 
also     the     threefold     min-stry     of     Bishops, 
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Priests,  and  Deacons.  Tlie  Church  was 
called  the  Anglican  Church,  or  the  Church  of 
England,  because  the  country  after  its  set- 
tlement by  the  Angles  and  Saxons  came  to 
be  known  as  Angle-land,  or  England. 

6.  HAS      OUR      CHURCH      GONE      THROUGH 
MANY    CHANGEvS  ? 

Yes,  it  has  gone  through  many  changes.  In 
the  first  few  centuries  it  was  simple  in 
worship  and  pure  in  doctrine  ;  but  in  the 
middle  ages  it  became  very  corr*  "  -d  was 
brought     under    bondage  to    th  i    of 

Rome.       At  the  Reformation,  lower 

of  God's  Holy   Spirit  and   the  .*   Hs 

Holy  Word,  and  the  work  oi  ^wr  gr  xt 
Bi.shop-reformers,  such  as  Archbishop  Cran- 
mer,  Bishop  Ridley,  and  Bishop  I.atinier,  it 
was  purified  and  restored. 

7.  IS  OUR  CHURCH,  THEN,  THE  SAME 
CHURCH  AS  IT  WAS  ? 

Yes,  it  is  still  the  same  Church.  A  vine 
liefore  it  is  pruned  and  after  it  is  pruned 
is  the  same  vine.  The  Church  of  England 
is  the  same  Church  as  it  was  iK'fore  the 
Reformation,  although  its  teaching,  and  its 
worship,  have  undergone  a  great  change, 
and  have  been  restored  to  the  purity  of  the 
early   Church. 


8.  HOW  DID  IT  COME  TO  BE  ESTABLISHED 
IN  CANADA  ? 

When  the  Maritime  Provinces    l^egan    to    be 
settled  by    Englishmen,     and    settlers     we^-e 
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sent  out  by  the  British  Goveiiiinent,  clergy- 
men of  the  English  Church  were  sent  out  to 
minister  to  them,  and  so  Churches  and  con- 
gregations were  established.  After  1759, 
when  Canada  was  conquered  by  Great 
Britain,  numbers  of  ministers  and  mission- 
aries of  the  Church  of  England  came  to 
Canada,  and  so  the  Church  of  Kngland  was 
planted  and       ew  in  our  land. 

9.    WHY     DO     WE     HAVE     BISHOPS     IN     OUR 
CHURCH  ? 

We  have  Bishops  in  our  Church  liecause  tlie 
Church  of  Christ  from  the  very  !)Cginning 
had  Bishops. 

10.  HOW  DO  WE  KNOW  THIS  .' 

It  is  clear  from  the  N'-w  Testament,  both 
Irom  the  Acts  and  Epistles  written  by  St. 
Paul,  that  there  were  different  orders  of 
ministers,  and  that  the  Apostles  alone  had 
the  power  of  government  or  administration 
in  the  Church.  It  is  clear  also  that  the 
Apostles  alone  had  the  office  of  the  laying 
on  of  hands  in  confirming  the  dis*  .pies  or 
members  of  the  Church  ind  ordai:  ing  men 
to  the   ministry. 

11.  DID    NOT    THEvSE    POWERS    CEAMC    WITH 
THE  APOSTLES  ? 

No.  For  it  is  clear  that  before  ihe  Apos- 
tles died,  these  apostolic  funct:  ns  were 
iraii'^ferrcd  to  an  order  of  apostolic  men. 
Tha  is,  men  like  Timothy  and  Titus,  in 
their  turn  were  jjiven  the  power  of  govern- 
ment and  of  the  laying  on  of  hands. 
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12     WHAT  TROOF  IS  TIIKKI-:  OK  THIS  IK  THE 
N  KW  TESTAMENT  ? 

In  Titus,  I  :  5,  St.  Paul  says  that  lie  left 
Titus  to  .et  in  order  the  things  that  were 
left  undone,  and  to  ordnin  Presbyters  in 
every  city  as  he  had  appointed  Him.  He 
also'  writes  to  Timotliv  to  lay  hands  sud- 
denly on  no  man.  That  is  to  ordain  no 
man' without  examination  and  care —I.  Tim. 
5  :  22. 

n     BUT  WERE  TIMOTHY  AND  TITI'S  iHSHri^S 
'■    IN  THE  REAI.  SENSE  OF  THE  WORD  ? 

Yes,  thev  practically  were.  It  says  in  the  Bible 
in  a  note  at  the  end  ol  the  second  epistle  to 
Timothy  :  "The  and  Epistle  to  Timotheus, 
ordained  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Church  of 
Ephcsians."  And  at  the  end  o:  the  epistle 
to  Titus  are  these  words  :  "It  was  written 
to  Titus  ordained  the  first  Bishop  of  the 
Church  of  the  Cretians."  This  is  not  part 
of  the  text  of  the  Bible,  but  is  an  added 
note  of  value,  and  it  represents  the  jud;,'- 
mcnt  of   the  early  Church. 
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AFTFR  THE  DEATH  OF  THE  APOSTLES 
DID  THE  CHRISTIAN  CHURCH  HAVE 
BISHOPS  ? 

Yes  Before  the  end  of  the  second  century, 
the  Church  of  Christ  in  every  part  of 
Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,  was  episcopal.  it 
had  three  orders  of  ministrv-Bisliop,  Priest 
(short  for  Presbyter^  and  Deacon.  And  the 
Bishops  alone  had  the  power  of  administra- 
tion, ordination,  and  confirmation. 
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15.     now   1)0  WE  KNOW   THIS  ? 

Wc  know  it  because  ancieiiL  wiiicrs  have 
told  us.  For  instance,  'IVj  uilliuii.  who  was 
born  in  Alrica  onlv  sixty  years  alter  St. 
John  died,  savs  that  the  setimncc  <ir  line  of 
Bishops  if  traVi-d  back  will  be  foinul  to  rest 
on  the  authority  oi  St.  John  The  great 
Bishop  Lightfoot  says  :  "  Episcopacy  can  l)e 
traced  to   apostolic  direction."

21.  HOW  MANY  BISHOPS  OF  THE  CHURCH  OF 
ENGLAND  ARE  THERE  IN  THE  WORLD  ? 

There  are  now  about  three  hundred  and 
forty  Bishops  belonging  to  our  Church,  with 
dioceses  in  every  land  in  every  quarter  of 
the  globe.  Of  these,  about  one  hundred  are 
Bishops  of  the  American  Church  ;  or,  as  it 
is  properly  called,  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  States. 


22.  HOW  MANY  BISHOPS  ARE  THERE  OF  O^  R 
CHURCH  IN  CANADA  ? 

I  There  are  now  twenty-two.  Of  these  ten 
are  in  the  Eastern  part  of  Canada,  from 
Nova  Scotia  to  Aleoma  and  Huron  ;  and 
twelve  in  the  Northwest  of  Canada,  from 
Rui)ert's  Land  to  Moosenee  and  Kcewatin 
in  the  North-east,  to  McKenzie  River  and 
Columbia   in  the  far  West. 
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HOW  1)0  WE  GET  OUR  BISHOPS  ?

HOW  DID  WE  GET  OUR  BISHOPS  AT  FIRST 
IN  CANADA  ? 

At  first  our  Bishops  were^senU  from  Eng- 
land. When  Canada  was  fifstsettlcd  as  a 
Br  ish  colony  our  Bishops  were  appointed 
b>  'le  British  Government  and  sent  across 
th'  icean  to  Canada.  The  people  in  this 
ountry  had  nothing  whatever  to  say  in  the 
matter.  The  Bishop  was  sent  just  as  the^ 
Governor-General   is  sent. 

25.  WHO    WAS    THE   FIRST   BISHOP   SENT 
CANADA  ? 

The  first  Bishop  sent  over  the  ocean  i 
uda  was  Bishop  Inglis,  of  Nova  Scot' 
was  consecrated  in  I^ambeth  Palace, 
land,  and  came  to  Halifax  in  1787 

26.  WHO  WAS  THE  NEXT  BISHOP  SENT  OVER 
TO  CANADA  ? 

The  next  Bishop  was  Bishop  ^fountain,  of 
Quebec.      He  was  sent  out  in  1793. 

27.  HOW  IS  IT  THAT  OUR  BISHOPS  ARE  NOT 
SENT  OUT  FROM   ENGLAND  NOW  ? 

About  fifty  years  ago  a  great  change  came 
(jver  the  Church  in  Canada.  The  Church 
was  separated  from  the  State,  and  the 
Church  of  England  people  in  Canada  were 
given  the  right  to  elect  their  own  Bishops. 
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28.  HOW  ARE  OUR  BISHOPS  BLECTED  ? 

A  body  of  clergy  and  representatives  ol  the 
laity  gather  together  in  an  assembly  called 
a  Synod,  and  elect  a  clergyman  to  be  a 
Bishop. 

29.  IS  HE  THEN  CONSECK  \TED  IN  CANADA  ? 
He  is  now.  But  up  to  forty  -  two  years 
ago  the  clergymen  who  were  elected  had  to 
go  over  to  England  to  be  consecrated  by 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  l)efore  they 
could  begin  their  work. 

WHO  WAS  THe,jifisi-.Bisaa2  '^^  ^^'' 

CONSECEATED  IN  CANADA? 

In  the  vear  1862  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lewis  was 
elected  Bishop*^  the  Diocese  of  Ontario, 
and  was  consecrated  in  St.  George's  Church, 
Kingston. 

DID  THIS  MARK  A  NEW  ERA  IN  THE  HIS- 
TORY OF  OUR  CHURCH  IN  CANADA  ? 
\cs.  This  marked  a  new  erain  the  history 
of  our  Church  IH  LaiiiUk.  r^l  the  iirM. 
time  in  the  history  of  our  Canadian  Church 
we  had  a  Bishop  consecrated  on  Canadian 
STjtTr — '$»K.  of  the  present  Bishop>  of  the 
Canadian  Church  were  born,  and  educated, 
and  ordained,   and  consecrated  in   Canada. 

WAS  THE  FIRST  BISHOP  OF  HURON  CON- 
SECRATED BY  CANADIAN  BISHOPS  ? 

The  first  Bishop  of  Huron  was  Bishop 
Cronyn.  He  was  elected  by  the  clergy  and 
laity  of   this  Diocese  in  a  meeting     licld    in 
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St.   Taul's  Church,  Ivondon,   July  9th,    1857.

33     WHEN  WE  SPEAK  OF  A  DIOCESE,   WHAT 
DO  WE  MEAN  BY  A  DIOCESE  ? 

A  Diocese  is  a  district  of  a  country  that  is 
under  a  Bishop's  authority. 

HOW  IS  A  DIOCESE  DIVIDED  ? 

Every  fully-orgamxed  Diocese  is  divided  into 
Archdeaconries,  every  Archdeaconry  into 
Rural  Deaneries,  and  every  Rural  Deanery 
into  Parishes. 

WHAT  ARE  ARCHDEACONS,   DEANS,   CAN- 
ONS, AND  RURAL  DEANS  ? 

An  Archdeacon  is  over  an  Archdeaconry, 
and  a  Rural  Dean  over  a  Rural  Deaner}-. 
Every  cathedral  has  a  body  oi  dignitaries 
attached  to  it  who  are  called  Canons,  and 
the  clergyman  at  the  head  of  them  is  called 
the  Dean. 
HOW  MANY  ARE  THERE  IN  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  HURON  ? 

There  is  one  Dean,  four  Archdeacons,  eight 
Canons,  and  thirteen  Rural  Deans  —  one  for 
each  county. 

HOW   DID   OUR   DIOCESE   COME   TO    BE   A 

DIOCESE  ? 

A  little  over  one  hundred  years  ago  there 
was    only    one    diocese    in    all    Canada,  the 
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Diocese  of  Nova  Scoimfey  I  Then  wlyiT  the 
country  became  more  ^oifulous,  th^Dioc«s« 
of  Quebec  was  set  apartSi    In  i839f_the  Dio-  .

38.    WHY     WAS     THE     DIOCESE     OF     HURON 
FORMED  ? 

\  Because  fifty  years  ago  all  this  part  ol 
Western  Canada  was  a  section  of  the  great 
Diocese  of  Toronto,  and  whenever  there  was 
a  confirmation  in  I^ondon,  or  Chatham,  or 
Goderich,  or  Owen  Sound,  the  Bishop  of 
Toronto  had  to  come  to  hold  the  service. 
The  work  was  altogether  too  much  for  one 
man,  so  in  the  year  1857  the  whole  of  the 
Western  part  of  what  was  then  called  Upper 
Canada,  consisting  of  thirteen  counties,  was 
set  apart  to  form  a  new  Diocese. 

39.   Why  was  it  caiivEd  the  diocese  op 

HURON  ? 

The  name  Huron  was  chosen  probably  be- 
cause  of  the  great  lake  on  its  north-westera 
shores,  just  as  the  Diocese  of  Ontario,  on 
its  formation  in  1861,  was  called  by  Bishop 
Strachan  after  I^ake  Ontario. 

40.    WHAT  HAS  BEEN  THE  GROWTH  OF   OUR 
CHURCH  SINCE  ITS  ESTABLISHMENT  IN 
CANADA  ? 

The  growth  of  our  Church,  by  God's  grace, 
has  been  great.  A  little  over  a  century 
ago  there  was  only  one  Bishop  and  a  few 
scattered  clergy  for  all  Canada,  and  to-day

there  are  22-  dioceses  and  about  1 ,200  clergy. 
Fifty  years  ago,  when  our  diocese  was  nrst 
formed,  there  were  only  about  40  clergy  and 
45  parishes.  There  were  no  Missionary 
Societies,  no  Divinity  College,  no  St. 
Andrew's  Brotherhood,  no  Young  Peopie'f 
Society,  no  Women's  Auxiliary,  and  com- 
paratively few  Sunday  Schools.  To-day 
there  are,  in  our  Diocese  alone,  162  clergy, 
254  churches,  and  we  have  280  Sunday 
Schools  and  about  20,000  scholars  and 
teachers.  Above  all,  our  Church  is  doing 
a  great  work  for  missions. 

WHAT  DO  WE  MEAN  BY  MISSIONS  ? 

We  mean  by  missions  the  work  of  sending 
the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to 
others  ;  to  those  who  have  never  heard  of 
Christ,  or  to  thovse  who  have  none  of  the 
means  of  grace.  Everyone  who  loves  Christ 
can  do  missionary  work  at  home  if  not 
abroad. 

SHOULD  EVERY  CHRISTIAN  BE  A  MIS- 
SIONARY ? 

Yes  ;  every  Christian  should  be  a  mission- 
ary. 

IS  EACH  MEMBER  OF  THE  CHURCH  OF 
ENGLAND  IN  CANADA  BOUND  TO  DO  MIS- 
SIONARY WORK  ? 

Yes.  Our  Church  is  now,  as  a  Church,  in- 
corporated as  a  Missionary  Society,  and 
every  baptized  member  of  the  Church  is 
bound  to  take  part  in  its  missionary  work. 
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44-  WHAT  THREE  KINDS  OF  MISSIONS  HAVE 
WE  TO  SUPl'ORT  ? 

First,  Missions  in  our  Diocese  ;  secondly, 
Missions  in  the  Northwest  ;  thirdly.  Missions 
in  the  Foreign  field,  with  33  workers,  who 
are  in  Japan,  China,  India,  South  America, 
Africa,  Egypt,  Palestine  and  Persia.  For 
the  first  we  need  5i2,ooo,  and  for  the  next 
two  over  5i6,ooo  from  this  Diocese. 

45-  WHAT  IS  OUR  DUTY  AS  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  CHURCH  .' 

It  is  our  duty  to  1^  always  loyal  to  the 
Church,  because  the  Church  is  Christ's  own 
agency  for  doing  His  work  in  the  world.  If 
we  love  Christ  we  must  love  the  Church. 
We  must  work  for  the  Church.  We  must 
pray  for  the  Church.  We  must  esteem  our 
clergy  highly  for  their  work's  sake.— I, 
Thess.  5  :  13.  We  must  help  them  in 
Christ's  work.— Heb.  13  :  17.  We  must  give 
gladly  and  systematically  to  support  the 
Church  and  its  work.  We  must  help  others 
to  con.e  to  Church  and  live  the  Christian 
life. 

46.  IS  IT  THE  DUTY  OF  A  CHURCHMAN  TO 
KNOW  THE  REASONS  FOR  SUPPORTING 
HIS  CHURCH  ? 

It  is  our  duty  to  know  more  about  .  *e 
Church,  and  the  reasons  we  have  for  loving 
and  supporting  her.  St.  Peter  says  that 
as  a  Christian  you  should  be  always  ready 
to  give  an  answer  to  everyone  that  asketh 
you  the  reason  of  the  hope  that  is  in  you. 
—I.   Pet.    3  :  15.       We  should,   therefrre,   not 


only  l>elong  to  the  Church  of  England  be- 
cause wc  have  been  brought  up  in  it  ;  we 
should  know  why  we  are  members  of  the 
Church,  and  should  be  able  and  ready  to 
tell  others  the  reasons  of  the  love  tiiat  is 
in  us  for  the  Church  of  our  fathers. 


47.  ARE  THERE  SPiilClAIv  REASONS  WHY 
WE  SHOUI.D  LOVE  AKD  LIVE  FOR  OUR 
CHURCH  ? 

There    are    four    special     re;  jons     why     we 
should  love  and  live  for  our  Church. 


48.     WHAT  IS  THE  FIRST  REASON  ? 

We  should  love  the  Church  ol  England  be- 
caui-e  it  is  so  pure  and  true.  The  Church 
of  England  not  on'  stands  for  the  great 
truths  of  religion  ;  teaches    them    daily. 

That  is,  the  trutii.  of  the  ever  blessed 
Trinity  ;  the  Fatherhood  and  love  of  God  ; 
the  Deity,  and  Incarnation,  and  Atonement 
of  Jesus  Christ  the  Son  of  God,  both  God 
and  man  ;  the  personality  and  work  of  God 
the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Abiding  Comforter.  It 
holds  fast  the  form  of  sound  words  of  the 
*  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,   and  teaches 

thera  in  the  Apostles  and  Nicene  and 
Atl  nasian  Creeds.  And  in  the  thirty-nine 
articles,  "  which  do  contain  the  true  doc- 
trine of  the  Church  of  England,"  we  learn 
how  the  Church's  teaching  is  agreeable  to 
God's  word.  We  should  thank  God  that 
our  Church  is  so  pure  and  true. 
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49.    WHAT  IS  THH  SECOND  REASON  ? 

We  should  love  our  Church  because  in's  so 
ScnfXnral.  The  Church  of  England  exalts 
the  Holy  Scriptures.  The  Bible  is  the 
basis  of  all  her  teaching  and  worship.  No 
other  Church  has  so  much  of  the  Word  of 
trod  in  the  public  services.  Our  momine 
and  evening  services  begin  and  end  with 
Bible  texts,  and  every  person  who  attends 
the  daily  services  of  the  Church  of  Enrfand 
hears  or  reads  on  the  average  over  fffteen 
passages  out  of  the  Bible  every  day  We 
should  thank  God  for  the  place  the  B«blc 
has  in  the  Church  of  England. 

50.    WHAT  IS  THE   THIRD  REASON.? 

We    should    love    our    Church    because    //  /. 
so     truly    the     Church    of    the    people.  ,T'ie 

Church  of  England  stands  for  the  people's 
part  m  Divine  worship.  Our  Prayer  Book 
IS  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  ;  that  is,  oi 
united  prayer.  The  people— that  is,  the 
congregation  of  men  and  women  and  chil- 
dren—are all  expected  to  join  in,  and  take 
their  part  with  an  audible  voice.  The  first 
direction  of  oui  Prayer  Book  to  the  people 
of  the  Church  of  England  is  that  the 
whole  congregation  (not  a  part  of  the 
congregation,  such  as  the  choir,  or  the 
adults)  are  to  say  the  General  Confession. 
The  second  direction  is  that  the  people 
of  our  Church  are  to  answer  at  the  end  of 
every  prayer  Amen,  as  they  did  in  the 
Apostolic  Church.— I.  Cor.  14  :  16.  The  third 
direction  is  that  the  people  are  to 
kneel   (as   Jesus  did    when    He    prayed,  and 
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as  St.  Paul.— I.uke  22,  41  ;  Acts  20,  36  ;  21 
5)    and    repeat    it    w  th    him.       We     should 
thank   God  for  the   provision   made   for  the 
people    in    the    worship    of    the    Church    of 
England.

We  should  love  our,  Church  because  it  is 
the  best  Church  for  the  needs  of  the  age. 
It  is  a  practical  Church.  It  teaches  the  ^ 
plain,  simple  duties  of  Christian  living,  of 
humility  and  obedienct;  and  honesty,  of  re- 
spect of  law,  regard  for  age,  and  of  rever- 
ence for  things  Divine.  Our  Church  is  not 
a  narrow  Church.  It  prays  daily  for  all 
who  profess  and  call  themselves  Christians. 
It  provides  for  every  age,  and  eery  want. 
The  Church  of  England  is  a  democratic 
Church.  It  has  no  respect  of  persons.  Its 
services  are  the  same  for  all.  The  child 
of  the  prince  and  the  pauper,  the  poor  and 
the  rich,  is  baptized,  and  married,  and 
buried,  with  the  same  beai^tiful  words. 
Our  Church  is  a  missionary  Church.  It 
leads  in  the  missionary  work  of  the  world, 
and  all  the  people  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land are  daily  taught  to  piay  to  God  to 
make  known  His  ways  upon  earth,  and  His 
saving  health— that  is,  His  salvation— unto 
all  nations.  We  must  thank  God  that  our 
Church  is  so  fitted  for  the  needs  of  tlie  age.    \

IS  IT  ENOUGH  TO  RE  BAPTIZED  AND 
NOMINALLY  BELONG  TO  THE  CHUKCH  OF 
ENGLAND  ? 

No.  Though  our  Church  is  the  best 
Church,  the  purest  Church,  to  merely  be 
baptized  and  nominally  belong  to  it  is  not 
sufficient  for  salvation.  We  must  each  one 
by  faith  accept  Christ  as  our  Saviour,  and 
confess  Him  as  our  I<ord.  We  must  truly 
repent.  We  must  unfeigned ly  believe  ;  that 
is,  in  our  heart,  with  living  faith.  We  must 
give  up  ourselves  to  His  service,  and  walk 
before  Him  in  holiness  and  righteousness  all 
the  days  of  our  life. 
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
